The or­ 
ganization is formed a* a society not » 
church and the only requirement De­ 
cennary for admission in the signing of 
the following declaration of the aims 
of the society: 
‘‘Believing that the bent unifying 
force in religious life is common service 
instead of common theology, we unite 
our energies to make a free and faith­ 
ful brotherhood- seeking truth where- 
evor «it may bo found: 
to promote 
rational 
religion, moral culture and 
social progress: to stimulate tho free­ 
dom of thought, without which rel gion 
is either tradition or auoeritltion, and 
that purity of life without which lib­ 
erty is license: to encourage that intel­ 
lectual culture without which manhood 
is rudimentary and that spiritual char­ 
acter without which intelligence is the 
slave of passion: to study the problems 
of modern life in the light of eternal 
religious principles: to keep alive in 
our hearts those faiths and feelings 
which are the foundations of character: 
to cherish those universal aspirations 
which are *he fountains of consolation; 
to cultivate freedom, friendship and 
fraternity among men; to make life a 
little better, purer, sweeter, richer in 
the treasqres of mind and heart.” 
Quite a numberaftiiliated themselves 
with the society Sunday bv signing this 
declaration of principles. 
In his evening discourse R ev. Joseph 
Newton discussed the religious beliefs 
of John Buskin. 
He was one of the 
great company of great men 
whose 
contemporaneous lives made the past 
century the most remarkable of the 
ages. 
Every great man has a message 
forming the links which bind us to the 
Infinite, 
lluskin was the great » oostle 
of beauty and brotherhood, said 
Kev. 
Newton. 
An aristocrat born to inherit 
a great fortune he lived a simplejlffe on 
the quiet shores of Coniston water and 
carried out the great principles which 
he taught. 
R uakin. like other great leaders of 
thought, 
was 
misunderstood. 
Tho 
very heavens rained down lies upon 
his 
beautiful 
and 
sensitive 
life, 
lluskin was a poet in thought: his writ 


i n g s were poetry veiled I d 
prose. 
His 
style, with its strength and beauty of 
sentences, he claimed to have acquired 
from the Bible which so many neglect 
In this day. 
W e should come back and 
study this marvelous book; its litera­ 
ture is of a vastness and depth of con­ 
ception found nowhere else. 
In a high sense Buskin was a relig­ 
ious man. 
The fundamental principle 
of his writings is the eternal beauty 
and divinity of God. 
He taught that 
what we see in nature and wbat we 
do in nature depend- upon what we 
are. to the pure everything is pure. 
He saw beauty where others -aw ugli­ 
ness. 
He said, if you would paint a 
beautiful picture be a good man; if you 
would carve a beautiful statue be a 
pure man; if you would enact a jus 
law be a just man. 
The greatest thing about Buskin 
was his 
-ympathv 
He taught 
the 
the working man the dignity of labor. 
To work intelngenily do something 
that is useful: be amiable in your work 
be cheerful. 
One of Buskin's greatest 
lessons was this: Cultivate the love of 
nature and search for the beautiful in 
your friends. 
If you see a beautiful 
thing in his life let him know it, the 
knowledge of its presence will stimu­ 
late its growth.
